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STRAFFORD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

With  the  aquisition  by  lease  agreement  with  the  State  Water  Resources 
Board  of  the  Swain's  Mill  Site,  the  Strafford  Conservation  Commission  now 
has  five  pieces  of  property  to  manage. 

Most  of  the  Commission's  efforts  this  year  were  centered  on  the  Storer 
Lot.  A  culvert  has  been  installed  on  the  upper  road  to  help  prevent  soil 
erosion,  a  five  year  forestry  management  plan  has  been  prepared,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  students  from  the  Thompson  School  at  U.N.H.,  a  trail  has 
been  cut  to  connect  the  upper  and  lower  roads.  We  have  also  discussed  the 
possibility  of  making  repairs  to  the  spring,  which  has  been  destroyed  by 
vandals.  On  August  2nd  we  climbed  the  mountain  and  on  returning  installed 
the  new  sign  at  the  entrance. 

We  have  also  visited  the  Swain's  Mill  Site  to  acquaint  ourselves  with  the 
property  in  preparation  for  making  a  plan  for  the  area. 

Again  this  year  we  sent  a  Strafford  student  to  Conservation  Camp  in  co- 
sponsorship  with  the  Strafford  Woman's  Club.

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A  new  book  cart  for  oversized  books  has  been  ordered. 

All  grades  from  the  elenrientary  school  are  now  coming  from  school  each 
week  to  use  the  library  since  theirs  has  been  taken  for  a  class  room.  As  a 
result  the  library  has  been  opened  extra  hours  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
Tuesday  mornings  to  convenience  them. 

The  mothers  of  preschool  children  held  a  story  hour  in  the  library  once  a 
week  during  the  fall  and  had  a  good  attendance. 

Hill  Library  has  been  making  good  use  of  the  RALI  (Rochester  Area 
Libraries)  materials  in  special  programs  after  school  and  during  the  story 
hours.  Some  of  the  films  have  been  shown  at  the  elementary  school.  These 
filmstrips,  cassettes,  etc.  have  added  greatly  to  our  programming. 

A  very  successful  Dr.  Seuss  Birthday  Party  was  held  for  the  young  chil- 
dren. There  was  a  film,  a  story  and  refreshments.  Katrina  Rhodes,  trustee, 
made  a  lovely  cake  with  the  "Cat  in  the  Hat"  on  it.  A  new  set  of  Dr.  Seuss 
books  arrived  just  in  time  for  loaning  that  day. 

An  Open  House  was  held  with  Rosco  the  Clown  as  entertainment.  The 
children  had  a  great  time.  We  gave  away  all  our  jigsaw  puzzles  that  day  as 
storage  had  become  a  problem. 

Your  librarian  did  not  take  any  Library  Techniques  courses  this  year.  The 
spring  course  was  a  repeat  and  due  to  the  shakeup  at  the  State  Library,  no 
course  was  given  in  the  fall.  The  librarian  has  three  more  to  take  when  they 
resume.  She  is  a  member  of  the  N.H.  Library  Association. 

The  State  has  discontinued  the  Statewide  Library  Card.  They  are  in  the 
process  of  reorganizing  the  districts  and  drawing  new  boundaries.  Your  libra- 
rian has  attended  most  of  these  meetings.  She  has  also  attended  the  RALI 
meetings  held  in  Rochester. 

The  State  Book  Van  makes  two  calls  a  year  at  Hill  Library.  We  can  still 
send  special  book  requests  to  the  State  Library.  There  is  also  inter-library 
loan. 

When  the  N.H.  State  Library  gets  itself  reorganized,  we  will  know  what 
services  will  be  retained.  The  requirements  to  be  on  the  Statewide  Develop- 
ment Program  have  not  been  drawn  up  yet  so  we  do  not  know  what  Hill 
Library  will  have  to  do  to  be  a  member.  We  received  a  certificate  this  year  for 
fulfilling  qualifications  in  1980. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  any  individuals,  clubs,  schools  etc.  place  exhibits  in 
the  library. 

It  has  been  a  very  successful  year  and  we  are  trying  to  give  Strafford  the 
best  library  service  possible.

The  S.L.A.  has  had  several  projects  this  year. 

To  help  conserve  energy,  we  have  had  some  of  the  lights  at  the  library 
adapted  to  pull  chains  so  they  can  be  turned  off  when  not  needed.  The 
S.L.A.  also  held  their  winter  meetings  in  homes  to  conserve  on  fuel.

The  Department  has  had  a  very  active  year  with  about  a  65%  increase  in 
calls  over  last  year.  We  haven't  had  any  real  serious  structure  fires  for  some- 
time. This  is  due  to  early  detection  and  the  quick  response  and  effectiveness 
of  the  fire  fighters. 

A  great  number  of  hours  have  been  spent  this  year  forming  the  much 
needed  rescue  squad.  Volunteers  are  needed  for  both  the  rescue  squad  and 
the  Fire  Department.  No  training  is  necessary  as  we  will  train. 

With  the  increase  in  calls  the  equipment  is  getting  more  usage  and  it  is 
showing  in  problems  with  the  older  trucks.  In  another  year  or  two  it  will  be 
necessary  to  update  one  of  the  oldest  trucks  if  we  are  to  continue  giving  good 
service. 

The  Department  is  putting  strong  emphasis  on  training  with  the  formation 
of  a  3  member  training  committee  whose  responsibility  it  will  be  to  train  all 
members  and  keep  very  accurate  records  of  same.  Some  of  our  standards 
may  seem  kind  of  tough  but  they  have  to  be  if  we  are  going  to  do  a  profes- 
sional job  with  the  least  amount  of  injury  and  property  damage. 

The  following  few  lines  will  please  some  and  upset  others.  I  have  decided 
to  resign  as  Fire  Chief  effective  April  1,  1982  as  I  don't  have  the  time  to  do 
the  ever  increasing  amount  of  administrative  work.  If  my  job  didn't  require  so 
much  of  my  time  then  I  would  continue.  I  still  plan  on  responding  to  all  calls 
and  keep  my  membership  in  the  Department  and  rescue  squad.  I'm  going 
to  miss  the  job  but  I  feel  it  is  the  best  for  everyone. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  their  support  and  I  have  enjoyed  tremen- 
dously serving  the  Department  as  Chief  for  the  last  10  years. 

In  closing,  I  wish  everyone  a  good  year  in  1982.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Fire  can  be  a  friend  or  an  enemy,  depending  on  how  it  is  handled.  Taking 
safety  precautions  and  following  the  rules  and  regulations  are  the  best  ways 
of  helping  prevent  forest  fires. 

Due  perhaps  to  having  more  rain  last  summer,  the  State  overall  statistics 
have  decreased  from  the  previous  year  with  750  fires  reported  and  a  total 
of  498  acres  burned. 

Unlike  many  area  towns,  Strafford  only  had  three  small  brush  fires  this 
year,  burning  a  total  of  half  an  acre  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  Bow  Lake  area 
people  for  using  the  road  lane  numbers  enabling  the  fire  department  to  re- 
spond quickly  to  the  correct  area.

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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  INC. 
ANNUAL  REPORT -1981 

As  the  federal  government  studies  the  cost  of  health  care  there  is  increased 
interest  in  home  care  and  preventive  medicine  as  methods  of  reducing  costs 
and  improving  health  services.  The  Rural  District  Health  Council  continues 
to  qualify  as  a  certified  home  health  agency,  implementing  procedures  to 
continue  to  provide  quality  care. 

The  priority  service  is  the  care  of  the  sick  program  which  provides  nursing 
care,  home  health  aide,  physical,  occupation,  and  speech  therapy  services. 
This  program  has  provided  4,677  visits  to  its'  member  towns  from  January 
1981  to  October  31,  1981. 

The  agency's  staff  also  conducts  elderly  health  screenings  on  Wednesday 
afternoon.  Adults  from  the  member  towns  are  welcome  to  attend  any  of 
these  screenings.  The  first  Wednesday  it  is  held  in  Farmington  at  the  Town 
Hall,  second  Wednesday  in  Northwood  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  third  in  Barring- 
ton  at  the  Catholic  Community  Center,  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  Milton  at 
the  Milton  Health  Center.  They  all  start  at  1:00  p.m.  and  continue  until  all 
patients  are  seen.  The  screening  includes  blood  pressure  checks,  diabetes  - 
anemia  screenings,  nutrition  counseling  for  special  diets  and  weight  control. 
This  program  has  provided  services  to  627  patients,  with  57  new  patients 
enrolled  and  23  referrals  made. 

The  child  health  program  is  an  active  program  with  738  children  enrolled. 
From  January  1981  -  Oct.  1981,  58  clinics  have  been  conducted  with  1,046 
children  receiving  physicals.  This  program  is  offered  to  all  children  from  any 
of  the  member  towns  and  includes  -  physical  examinations,  immunizations, 
and  counseling  for  families  with  children  0  -  6  years. 

A  dental  program  is  also  held  for  children  ages  3  -  6  years  which  includes 
cleaning  and  flouride  treatments  twice  a  year  with  referrals  to  local  dentists 
for  follow-up  care  when  needed.  It  is  funded  by  the  Division  of  Public  Health, 
Bureau  of  Pre-school  Dental  Services.  The  program  provided  service  to  391 
children. 

Home  visits  to  mothers  of  newborns  are  provided,  when  requested  by 
patient  from  the  hospital.  This  can  be  very  helpful  to  the  family  in  the 
process  of  adjusting  to  the  newborn.  Follow-up  visits  are  also  made  to  assure 
continuity  of  care.  This  program  is  funded  in  part  by  the  U.S.  Dept.  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  Bureau  of  Maternal  &  Child  Health  Grant  and 
the  Rural  District  Health  Council.  The  agency  coordinates  services  with  the 
supplemental  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  for  Women,  Infants  and 
Children  -  (WIC)  in  conjunction  with  the  Strafford  County  Pre-Natal  Family 
Planning  Program,  Inc.  Foods  supplies  are  formula,  dairy  products  fruit 
juices  and  cereals. 
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The  Rural  District  Health  Council  with  the  cooperation  of  Frisbie  Memor- 
ial Hospital  provides  a  discharge  referral  coordinator  who  assists  the  Social 
Service  Dept.,  at  the  hospital  and  the  patient's  physician  to  continue  care 
when  needed  from  the  hospital  to  the  patient's  home.  The  hospital  funds 
this  program  in  part  with  the  Council.  281  referrals  have  been  made. 

The  Council  employs  dedicated  staff  who  many  times  devote  themselves 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  reflecting  the  nurse  who  cares  for  people. 
Staff  nurses  include:  Mary  Timmons,  R.N.,  Supervisor;  Arlene  Thome,  R.N., 
MCH  Coordinator;  Paula  Davis,  R.N.,  Elderly  Screening  Coordinator  and 
MCH  staff;  Jean  Germer,  R.N.,  Discharger  Coordinator.  Staff  nurses  in  care  of 
the  sick  program  are  -  Betty  Coons,  R.N.;  Myrtle  Walsh,  R.N.;  Alice  Ziegra, 
R.N.;  Dotty  Demmons,  R.N.;  Sally  Sublette,  R.N.;  and  Joan  Menez,  LPN. 
Renee  Wormell  and  Jean  Simonton  are  fulfilling  the  duties  as  Home  Health 
Aides,  while  Junellen  Chase  handles  the  office  duties  as  Administrative 
Assistant. 

The  Agency  receives  funds  from  grants.  United  Way,  town  appropriation. 
Medicare,  Medicaid  and  private  insurances.  A  bequest  to  the  Council  may  be 
made  either  for  unrestricted  use  in  furthering  the  general  purpose  of  the 
Rural  District  Health  Council  or  for  such  special  or  restricted  purposes  as 
the  donor  may  desire.  Memorial  gifts  become  a  lasting  honor  to  the  memory 
of  someone  special  such  as  a  relative  or  friend.  An  acknowledgement  is  sent 
to  the  family  without  disclosing  the  amount  of  the  gift.  All  gifts  to  the  a- 
gency  are  deductible  for  estate  and  income  tax  purposes. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  voted  to  hold  the  per  capita  at  $3.00  for  the 
fiscal  year  1982.  The  agency  has  seen  an  increase  in  revenue  and  will  apply 
that  to  the  town  appropriation.  With  this  added  revenue  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee feels  the  Council  can  continue  to  provide  the  many  needed  services  to  its' 
member  towns. 

With  the  increasing  aged  population  our  special  mission  is  to  provide 
programs  responsive  to  the  community  -  and  to  coordinate  visiting  nurses 
with  other  health  and  social  service  agencies. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  for  your  town  50  nursing 
visits,  75  home  health  aide  visits  and  8  therapy  visits;  there  have  been  36 
child  health  home  visits  and  74  children  have  attended  the  child  health  pro- 
gram.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Rules  for  the  use  of  the  beach  were  formally  adopted  by  the  Recreation 
Commission  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  prior  to  the  season. 
The  regulations  were  distributed  with  the  Town  Calendar  and  posted  at  the 
beach.  The  Commission  was  pleased  with  the  cooperation  of  the  public. 
Keeping  pets  off  the  beach  helped  the  litter  situation. 

The  swim  lesson  program  enrolled  91  students  for  its  two  four-week 
sessions:  63  students  in  the  first  session  and  28  in  the  second.  Having  the  life- 
guard on  duty  in  addition  to  the  instructor  during  July  was  beneficial.  An  in- 
come of  $462  was  produced  by  lesson  fees. 

The  Commission  appreciates  the  cooperation  of  the  Bow  Lake  Community 
Club  in  providing  the  new  storage  locker  accessible  from  outside.  A  food 
sale  by  the  families  of  the  swim  students  raised  enough  money  to  purchase  a 
surplus  rescue  board  from  the  State  Parks  Division,  which  will  be  available 
next  season. 

Rental  costs  for  portable  toilets  were  increased  beyond  anticipation  and 
produced  a  budget  overrun.  The  Commission  will  consider  cutting  back  to 
one  toilet  during  the  lighter  attendance  month  of  August.

NURSE  REPORT  FOR  TOWN  REPORT 

In  the  past  few  years,  our  nation  has  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  im- 
portance of  good  mental  and  physical  health  practices.  This  awareness  has  put 
new  and  higher  demands  upon  School  Health  Services.  To  meet  these  de- 
mands, we  have  begun  to  greatly  expand  our  health  program.  It  will  take  a 
few  years  to  formulate,  however,  within  five  years  we  should  be  providing  a 
more  complete  health  program,  concentrating  on  health  education. 
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This  year,  we  expanded  the  previous  programs  Nutrition,  Safety,  Hygiene, 
Dental  Health,  Drugs  and  Alcohol,  and  Teen  Health.  In  addition,  we  added 
"My  Body"  for  grades  1  -  4,  Growth  and  Development  for  the  middle  grades 
incorporated  with  babysitting,  Self-Concept  and  Family  Life,  which  is  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  Film  Series  "Family".  Thses  films  were  generously  donated 
to  our  school  by  S.A.Y. 

Throughout  the  year,  we  performed  the  usual  vision,  hearing  and  scoliosis 
screening.  S.A.Y.  also  paid  for  the  Dental  Hygienist  to  come  in  and  do  teeth 
cleaning. 

Much  time  was  donated  to  a  state-wide  immunization  survey.  You  will  be 
pleased  to  know  that  Strafford  School  came  out  extremely  well  in  this  area. 
This  was  also  demonstrated  during  the  measles  epidemic  of  the  Southern  New 
Hampshire  and  Maine  area.  Our  school  only  needed  12  re-vaccinations.  The 
state  was  kind  enough  to  donate  the  vaccine. 

Our  school  is  now  lucky  enough  to  own  an  otoscope  which  was  most 
generously  donated  by  the  Strafford  Women's  Club.  This  piece  of  equipment 
will  enable  us  to  detect  many  ear  problems. 

I  have  greatly  enjoyed  my  first  year  here  as  School  Nurse  and  am  looking 
forward  to  expanding  our  horizons  in  School  Health  in  the  future  years.  I'd 
like  to  offer  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  School  Staff,  S.A.Y.,  and  the  Straf- 
ford Women's  Club  for  their  continued  and  much  needed  support.

As  has  been  the  case  in  many  school  districts  throughout  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Nation,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  "belt  tightening"  and  budge- 
tary restraint.  The  Strafford  School  Board  and  the  administration  have  de- 
voted many  long  hours  at  "holding  the  line"  concerning  budgetary  expendi- 
tures in  keeping  with  the  tradition  of  the  District.  This  office  has  attempted 
to  support  the  School  Board's  position  in  this  regard  by  continually  review- 
ing the  spiraling  cost  of  special  education  out-of-district  pupil  placements 
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with  the  goal  of  developing  cooperative  programming  between  the  School 
Districts  in  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  44.  The  purpose  of  such  intra- 
Unit  program  cooperation  is  to  achieve  equivalent  programming  for  children 
with  special  needs  at  reduced  costs  to  the  taxpayer.  The  planning  process  at 
the  Unit  level  described  above  will  experience  initial  success  in  September, 
1982  when  the  first  intra-Unit  special  needs  program  will  begin  in  Farming- 
ton. 

Curriculum  development  and  the  refinement  of  educational  programs  have 
continued  to  occupy  a  large  percentage  of  the  time  and  effort  of  faculty  and 
administration  as  they  strive  to  meet  the  everchanging  individual  needs  of  the 
student  population.  Mr.  Boyle  has  continued  to  work  diligently  with  the 
teaching  staff  toward  the  full  implementation  of  the  School  Administrative 
Unit  No.  44  accountability  plan.  The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to  provide  a  core 
curriculum  for  the  school  system,  a  process  of  reviewing  teaching  techniques 
and  testing  procedures  with  which  to  evaluate  the  program  on  a  periodic 
basis  to  insure  that  children  are  experiencing  an  education  commensurate 
with  their  individual  abilities.  This  office  will  continue  to  cooperate  very 
closely  with  Mr.  Boyle  and  the  teaching  staff  to  insure  that  program  evalua- 
tion and  curriculum  accountability  continue  as  hallmarks  of  the  Strafford 
School  District. 

While  I  realize  that  the  present  economic  climate  places  a  low  priority  on 
long  range  planning  and  future  needs  of  the  system,  I  consider  it  to  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Superintendent  to  keep  the  future  needs  of  the  school 
system  in  focus.  In  accordance  with  this  viewpoint,  I  believe  it  to  be  critically 
important  the  School  District  establish  a  study  committee.  Three  of  the 
more  critical  areas  of  need  in  the  system  which  I  believe  should  be  reviewed 
by  a  study  committee  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  present  facilities  are  at  maximum  capacity.  Special  education  ser- 
vices are  housed  in  the  former  storage  area  and  the  library  can  no  longer  be 
effectively  utilized  as  a  library. 

2.  Programs  for  gifted  children  should  continue  to  receive  the  attention  of 
the  school  district.  Since  it  is  an  extremely  difficult  time  to  justify  expendi- 
tures for  new  programs,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  has  attempted  to  place 
an  emphasis  on  creative  and  critical  thinking  skills  in  the  area  of  mathematics 
and  science  through  the  process  of  implementing  the  School  Administrative 
Unit's  accountability  plan. 

3.  I  believe  that  the  school  district  should  continue  to  explore  the  possi- 
bility of  the  development  of  a  regional  high  school.  As  has  been  cited  in  pre- 
vious reports,  when  one  adds  the  total  number  of  students  in  attendance  in 
regular  high  school  programs  form  the  four  southern  districts  of  our  School 
Administrative  Unit,  one  finds  that  there  is  a  total  of  500  pupils  in  grades 
9-12  exclusive  of  pupils  in  attendance  in  vocational  specialty  programs.  The 
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idea  of  a  cooperative  high  school  district  becomes  even  more  interesting  when 
one  takes  into  consideration  that  the  four  southern  districts  have  budgeted  a 
total  of  $887,094  in  tuition  for  the  current  1981-82  school  year.  What  I 
continue  to  advance  for  a  proposition  is  that  when  one  takes  into  considera- 
tion the  amount  of  tuition  being  budgeted  collectively  and  the  number  of 
children  who  are  receiving  a  high  school  education,  the  logic  for  a  regional 
high  school  becomes  evident  once  again. 

As  one  reviews  the  past  year  there  is  one  issue  which  continues  to  intrude 
into  the  affairs  of  local  school  districts  and  which  at  some  point  in  time  will 
require  a  solution.  I  speak  of  the  continuing  practice  by  our  Federal  and  State 
Governments  of  continuing  to  mandate  the  development  of  programs  while 
leaving  the  bulk  of  the  responsibility  of  financing  such  programs  to  the  local 
taxpayers.  Special  education  is  the  latest  area  where  school  districts  have  re- 
ceived promises  of  a  specific  level  of  funding  from  the  Federal  and  State 
Governments  only  to  end  up  with  far  less  financial  aid  than  was  initially  pro- 
mised. To  further  underscore  the  point,  Strafford  received  absolutely  no 
State  aid  at  all  under  the  foundation  aid  formula  which  is  supposed  to  be  the 
State's  major  financial  aid  to  education  for  local  communities.  As  of  the  writ- 
ing of  this  report,  the  media  is  full  of  reports  that  State  Government  further 
plans  to  reduce  State  aid  to  local  districts  through  the  reduction  of  Sweep- 
stakes funds  and  monies  from  the  Business  Profits  Tax. 

On  behalf  of  the  Central  Office  staff,  I  wish  to  express  our  continued 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Principal,  teachers  and 
citizens  for  the  cooperation  exhibited  and  progress  achieved  this  past  year. 
We  look  forward  to  a  long  and  productive  relationship  in  which  our  mutual 
goals  will  continue  to  be  the  best  possible  education  for  our  young  people.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  STRAFFORD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
March  10  andl  8, 1981 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Strafford,  inhabi- 
tants qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs  met  at  the  Strafford  Elementary 
School  in  said  district  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1981  and  elected  the  follow- 
ing officers: 

Moderator David  Meserve  (289  votes) 

School  District  Clerk Elizabeth  Carlson  (42  write-in  votes) 

School  Board  Member Andrea  Lindell  (145  votes) 

Earl  L.  Kilil  (142  votes) 

School  District  Treas Sandra  L.  Pierce  (295  votes) 

Auditor Dorothy  Bickford  (7  write-in  votes) 

S.  Seeman  (6  write-in  votes) 
Bertha  Huckins  (5  write-in  votes) 

Assistant  Treasurer Phyllis  Lynbourgh  (13  write-in  votes) 

The  meeting  was  continued  on  March  18,  1981  and  was  called  to  order  by 
Moderator  David  Meserve  at  7:00  as  posted  in  the  warrant. 

Erma  Clark  made  the  motion  to  recess  until  7:30  p.m.  because  of  confu- 
sion about  the  time.  It  was  posted  and  listed  in  the  Town  Report  as  7:00  p.m. 
but  was  printed  in  local  newspapers  and  the  town  calendar  as  7:30  p.m.  This 
was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Moderator  David  Meserve  reces- 
sed the  meeting  until  7:30  p.m. 

The  meeting  was  reconvened  at  7:30  p.m.  by  Moderator  David  Meserve. 
He  introduced  School  Board  Chairman  Edward  Wingren,  School  Board  Mem- 
bers Erma  Clark  and  Fredric  Shiere,  newly  elected  member  Andrea  Lindell, 
Superintendent  Barry  Clough,  Principal  Richard  Boyle,  and  School  District 
Clerk  Elizabeth  Carlson. 

ARTICLE  1:  Dr.  Shiere  moved  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  offi- 
cers of  the  district  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Town 
of  Strafford.  This  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  2:     This  was  passed  to  be  taken  up  at  the  end  of  the  articles. 

ARTICLE  3:  Mr.  Wingren  addressed  the  article  informing  the  voters  that 
about  six  weeks  prior  the  School  Board  and  the  Trustees'  of  Austin-Cate 
Academy  had  met  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  the  School  District  of  Straf- 
ford purchasing  the  facilities  of  Austin-Cate  Academy.  The  School  Board 
has  appointed  a  committee  to  study  this  possibility.  The  Board  felt  informa- 
tion was  needed  in  order  to  make  an  intelligent  decision  on  whether  this 
would  be  feasible.  The  School  Board  and  some  members  of  the  committee 
had  toured  the  facilities.  Mr.  Wingren  had  contacted  the  Trustees'  of  the  Aca- 
demy and  they  had  agreed  to  hold  an  open  house  for  towns  people  to  tour 
the  building  on  Sat.,  April  11th  from  1:00  p.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 
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Moderator  David  Meserve  stated  he  had  received  a  petition  signed  by  e- 
leven  (11)  residence  of  Strafford  requesting  the  vote  on  Article  3  be  taken  by 
ballot. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Lynbourgh  requested  the  Board  introduce  the  members  of 
their  committee. 

Mr.  Wingren  read  the  names  of  the  committee  as  follows:  Mr.  Carl  Gustaf- 
son,  Mr.  Robert  Dowst,  Mr.  Ted  Huckins,  Mr.  Albert  Leighton,  Mr.  Davis 
Clarke,  Mrs.  Bonnie  Inglis,  Miss  Sharon  Huckins,  Mr.  Winthrop  Hayes,  Mr. 
John  Bozak,  and  himself.  He  stated  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  to 
do  and   invited   interested  people  to  sign  up  to  work  with  the  committee. 

Mr.  Mark  Thompson  introduced  himself  as  one  of  the  Board  of  Trustees' 
of  Austin-Cate  Academy.  He  explained  Austin-Cate  Academy  is  closed  and 
the  reasons  for  this  very  difficult  decision.  He  stated  the  Trustees'  want  the 
facility  to  be  used  as  a  school.  They  are  offering  it  to  the  town  for  a  sum  of 
money  that  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  their  liabilities.  Should  the  town  refuse, 
it  will  be  offered  to  the  State,  should  the  State  refuse,  it  will  be  sold  on  the 
open  market.  He  continued  the  price  at  which  they  would  sell  to  the  town  is 
$400,000  for  everything  except  Austin  Hall  and  the  headmaster's  house.  The 
Trustees'  feel  this  figure  is  realistic  to  discharge  their  obligations.  Any  excess 
will  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  their  charter. 

He  explained  the  Cate  Fund  is  a  trust  fund  that  was  set  up  for  the  aca- 
demy and  administered  by  a  separate  board  of  trustees.  Its  future  will  be  de- 
termined by  the  Director  of  Charitable  Trusts. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  offering  the  Academy  to  the  town  first  is  so  that 
the  trustees  can  never  be  accused  of  not  giving  the  town  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  it.  If  the  town  owns  it,  then  they  have  a  say  in  what  happens  there. 
If  the  town  chooses  not  to  own  it,  then  it  has  no  say  in  what  may  go  on 
there,  he  stated.  The  trustees  feel  that  the  academy  can  handle  all  of  the 
needs  of  the  Town  of  Strafford  as  a  school  and  possible  municipal  office 
space  for  the  forseeable  future.  If  the  Town  decides  to  purchase  it,  the  trust- 
ees are  willing  and  ready  to  work  with  the  town  on  financial  arrangements 
that  can  be  made. 

If  the  State  buys  it,  the  trustees  hope  it  will  be  used  for  a  police  training 
school.  Other  uses  by  the  State  may  include  a  technical  school,  a  halfway  or 
rehabilatation  house,  an  extension  of  the  Laconia  State  School,  a  Youth 
Development  Center,  he  stated. 

If  neither  the  Town  nor  the  State  purchases  it,  it  will  be  put  on  the  open 
market.  In  closing  the  trustees  are  offering  it  to  the  town  for  a  price  far  below 
the  market  value  and  one  that  will  allow  them  to  meet  their  current  and  po- 
tential liabilities.  If  no  monies  were  owed  on  the  academy,  they  would  pro- 
bably give  it  away,  however,  the  bills  must  be  paid.  The  academy  will  also  be 
presented  to  the  State  this  month  with  the  understanding  that  the  Town  has 
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first  refusal.  The  decision  must  be  made  within  the  next  two  months.  The 
outcome  is  in  your  hands.  Thank  you,  he  finished. 

IVIr.  Donald  Black  inquired  about  the  status  of  our  school  needs. 

Mr.  Wingren  explained  a  report  to  the  School  Board  by  the  Superinten- 
dent's office  shows  the  need  of  six  additional  rooms  by  1985.  Four  of  these 
would  be  classrooms. 

Mr.   George  Waldron  inquired  where  the  Superintendent  got  his  figures. 

It  was  explained  it  was  based  on  resident  birth  and  census  figures. 

Mr.  Waldron  stated  some  of  the  increase  in  current  enrollment  were  due 
to  people  renting  homes. 

Mr.  John  Young  pointed  out  according  to  the  building  report  there  were 
20  new  houses  built  in  1980. 

Other  questions  from  the  floor  included:  If  the  town  purchases  Austin- 
Cate  Academy  will  it  be  used  for  a  high  school? 

Is   it   at  this  time  being  used  by  Strafford   Elementary  School  students? 

Are  we  as  taxpayers  prepared  to  take  on  this  amount  of  tax  increase? 

When  will  the  Board  and  or  the  Study  Committee  report  their  findings  to 
the  townspeople? 

Do  the  Selectmen  have  a  letter  from  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office  stating 
fire  safety  violations  exist  at  this  time? 

Couldn't  there  be  an  addition  to  the  existing  school? 

If  not  enough  land  exists,  couldn't  a  second  floor  be  put  on  to  the  exist- 
ing building? 

Can  the  AREA  agreement  be  amended  by  mutual  consent? 

Does  the  Town  realize  the  room  we  are  standing  in  will  be  divided  next 
September   to   make   classroom   space  if  we  do  not  build  or  buy  facilities? 

Can't  the  date  of  a  Special  District  Meeting  be  changed  to  a  later  date  to 
allow  the  study  committee  the  time  to  gather  all  the  information? 

Replying  to  these  questions  School  Board  Members  and  Study  Committee 
Members  stated: 

The  contract  with  Rochester  can  be  amended  by  mutual  consent.  How- 
ever, at  this  time  the  Board  is  not  sure  of  the  position  of  Rochester  regarding 
this. 

The  fourth  grade  students  are  now  using  two  classrooms  at  the  Academy. 

At  the  time  the  last  addition  was  put  on  to  the  Strafford  Elementary 
School,  the  State  indicated  they  would  not  approve  another  addition  without 
more  land  being  purchased. 

The  date  of  May  15  is  not  negotiable  as  the  Trustees'  have  to  have  an  an- 
swer by  then.  They  have  commitments  that  have  to  be  honored. 

Mr.  Roger  Leighton  answered  the  selectmen  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
Fire  Marshal's  Office. 

The  purpose  of  Article  3  is  to  study: 
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1.  The  needs  of  the  School  District.. 

2.  The  possibility  of  other  towns  in  the  area  sending  their  students  to 
Strafford  and  to  determine  the  needs  of  these  towns  to  determine  if  a  high 
school  or  junior  high  would  fill  the  needs. 

3.  if  Rochester  would  be  willing  to  amend  the  AREA. 

4.  If  the  existing  school  building  could  be  added  to  if  sufficient  land  can 
be  purchased. 

The  study  committee  are  working  with  a  target  date  of  April  15  and  plan 
to  have  an  open  meeting  and  hearing  for  bond  issue  if  they  feel  it  is  feasible 
to  purchase  Austin-Cate  Academy.  The  School  Board  feels  it  has  to  investi- 
gate the  purchase  in  order  to  know  if  they  recommend  it  or  not.  They  would 
not  be  acting  in  the  best  interest  of  the  taxpayers  and  students  of  the  town  if 
they  made  a  decision  without  a  study. 

Mr.  Perkins  made  a  motion  to  vote  on  Article  3  by  show  of  hands  as  no 
monies  were  involved. 

Moderator  Dave  Meserve  read  the  petition  to  have  a  secret  ballot  taken  on 
Article  3.  He  read  Article  3  as  posted  and  called  for  the  vote. 

After  asking  if  all  qualified  voters  had  voted  who  wished  to,  Mr.  Meserve 
suggested  the  meeting  continue  with  Article  4  while  the  votes  were  being 
counted.  This  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  4:  Mr.  Wingren  moved  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $575,1 15.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  dis- 
trict officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District.  This  was  seconded. 

Mr.  George  Waldron  stated  there  had  been  an  average  increase  of  8%  per 
year  in  teachers  salaries  and  this  year  the  Board  was  recommending  1472%  in- 
crease. He  would  like  to  reduce  this  to  7%. 

Mr.  Wingren  replied  for  the  last  three  years  including  the  80-81  school  year 
the  percentage  of  increase  to  the  salary  scale  had  been  3%,  5%,  and  6%  in 
that  order.  The  Board  is  recommending  a  1472%  increase  to  the  salary  scale 
for  the  81-82  year.  The  $99,950.00  figure  which  was  adopted  for  the  current 
school  year  was  budgeted  before  the  enrollment  increase  was  known. 

Mr.  John  O'Brien  compared  the  salaries  as  shown  in  the  detailed  expendi- 
ture for  the  79-80  year.  One  teacher  of  English  5-8,  soccer  and  baseball  coach 
received  $7,790.00.  The  custodian  received  $6,700.00.  The  town  should  be 
ashamed  to  print  a  salary  of  a  teacher  that  is  so  low  and  moved  the  town  not 
print  any  salary  under  $10,000.00 

It  was  noted  from  the  floor  that  the  town  had  just  voted  to  increase  all 
hourly  help  6%. 

Mrs.  Lynbourg  stated  she  would  support  a  cut  in  the  budget  and  stated 
last  year  there  was  $37,000.00  left  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Board  had  ex- 
pended more  monies  than  appropriated  in  the  maintenance  of  plant  line  and 
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had  unencumbered  funds  of  $18,437.00. 

Mr.  Black  stated  if  a  cut  in  the  total  appropriation  is  made,  teachers  sala- 
ries would  be  cut.  In  my  job,  he  continued,  I  have  been  in  many  schools  and 
it  is  my  opinion  that  Strafford  has  an  exceptional  staff. 

Mr.  Perkins  stated  he  felt  it  was  in  order  to  cut  the  14%  to  a  reasonable 
rate. 

Mr.  O'Brien  replied  we  have  just  voted  to  increase  the  amount  paid  to 
town  employees  to  $4.00  per  hour  which  is  a  7%  increase.  The  increase  re- 
quested for  teachers  salaries  in  view  of  the  present  salary  scale  is  reasonable. 

Mr.  Cooper  asked  how  our  teachers  salary  scale  compared  to  other  dis- 
tricts in  the  Union.  According  to  the  Superintendent's  report  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  had  conducted  an  evaluation  of  Elementary  schools 
in  the  Union  and  Strafford  School  is  in  category  II,  which  means  that  the 
school  has  complied  with  90%  of  the  State's  standards. 

Mr.  Wingren  answered,  Strafford  School  District's  salary  scale  is  now  se- 
cond lowest  in  SAU  No.  44. 

Mrs.  Justine  Leighton  stated  she  read  in  the  Foster's  Daily  Democrat  the 
tax  rate  for  towns  in  the  area  and  Strafford  was  among  the  lowest. 

Mr.  Brown  questioned  the  SAU  34%  increase  over  last  years  appropriation, 
and  what  services  they  perform. 

Superintendent  Barry  Clough  explained  Strafford's  share  of  the  total  SAU 
budget  had  increased  because  the  equalized  valuation  and  the  number  of 
students  in  average  daily  attendance  had  increased  over  last  year.  The  total 
SAU  budget  had  increased  16%.  The  SAU  office  is  responsible  for  curriculum, 
filing  of  State  reports,  interviewing  candidates  for  positions,  gathering  infor- 
mation requested  by  Boards  among  other  responsibilities. 

ARTICLE  3:  Moderator  David  Meserve  informed  the  voters  that  Article 
3  had  carried  with  a  vote  of  152  for/36  against  the  article.  He  declared  the 
article  passed  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  4:  Mr.  Waldron  moved  to  amend  the  motion  on  the  floor  to 
read  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $530,000.00  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.  This  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Black  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  to  read  the  teachers  salaries 
not  be  cut. 

It  was  suggested  from  the  floor  that  there  be  a  line  by  line  amount  adopt- 
ed. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  stated  there  could  not  be  a  line  by  line  adoption 
but  a  cut  on  the  bottom  line  was  in  order. 

Responding  to  many  questions  from  the  floor  on  line  by  line  adoption. 
Superintendent  Barry  Clough  explained  school  laws  are  different  than  towns. 
The  school    board  is  not  bound  by  the  vote  of  the  town  on  line  by  line  adop- 
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tion.  The  courts  have  not  upheld  suits  against  boards  where  this  has  been 
done.  The  School  Board  is  responsible  for  determining  the  needs  of  the 
schools  and  funding  the  needs  within  the  total  adopted  budget.  The  voters 
may  give  advise  to  the  board  on  any  or  all  lines. 

Mr.  Black  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  to  advise  the  School  Board  the 
$45,000.00  cut  not  be  made  in  teachers  salaries.  This  was  seconded.  There 
were  many  speakers  for  and  against  the  amendment  to  the  amendment.  Mr. 
Waldron  moved  the  question.  It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  amendment  to  the 
amendment. 

Discussion  on  the  amendment  to  cut  $45,000.00  from  the  proposed  bud- 
get and  to  advise  the  School  Board  not  to  cut  teachers  salaries  followed.  The 
question  was  moved  and  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Moderator  David  Meserve 
called  for  the  vote.  The  count  was  questioned.  A  second  count  was  taken. 
The  vote  was  68  yes,  88  no.  The  amendment  was  declared  lost. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  read  the  motion  on  the  floor,  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $575,1 15.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials,  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  ob- 
ligations of  the  District.  After  a  short  discussion  the  question  was  moved. 
The  moderator  called  for  a  vote.  The  article  was  declared  passed. 

ARTICLE  5:  Mr.  Wingren  moved  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
School  Board  appoint  a  Deputy  Treasurer  for  the  1981-82  school  year  and 
to  provide  bond  for  said  Deputy  Treasurer  as  provided  in  RSA  197:22.  This 
was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  6:  It  was  moved  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend  in  the  name  of  the  District, 
such  advances,  grant-in  aid  and  other  funds  for  educational  purpose  as  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forth  coming  from  the  United  States  Government  and/or 
state  agencies  and/or  other  sources.  This  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the  af- 
firmative. 

ARTICLE  2:   It  was  agreed  there  was  no  action  necessary  at  this  time. 

ARTICLE  7:  Mrs.  Erma  Clark  suggested  it  would  be  better  to  hold  the 
School  District  meeting  prior  to  Town  Meeting  as  the  school  budget  was 
larger. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  thanked  on  behalf  of  the  town,  Mr.  Edward 
Wingren  for  serving  on  tl^e  School  Board. 

A  speaker  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  9:50  p.m.  This  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  by  David  Meserve,  Modera- 
tor.

ARTICLE  I:  Dr.  Shiere  moved  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  ninety-five  thousand  dollars  ($495,000.)  for  the  reno- 
vation and  purchase  of  Austin-Cate  Academy  and  whether  the  district  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of  the  dis- 
trict for  all  or  any  portion  of  the  sum  as  raised  and  appropriated;  and  to  au- 
thorize the  School  Board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
the  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  issued,  including  their  sale,  the  time  and  place  of 
payment  of  the  principal  and  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act, 
RSA  33  and  any  amendments  relating  thereto. 

The  motion  was  seconded.  A  lenghty  discussion  followed.  (See  verbatim 
record) 

The  polls  were  delcared  open  at  8:25  p.m.  and  voting  by  secret  ballot  in 
the  voting  booths  with  the  use  of  the  check-list  took  place.  The  polls  were 
declared  closed  at  9:15  p.m. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  announced  the  voting  results  as  follows:

280  No  (against  article  I) 
1  Disqualified  vote 

513  Total  votes 

The  motion  was  declared  defeated. 

ARTICLE  II:  The  article  was  read  by  the  Moderator  and  declared  no  vote 
was  necessary  as  article  I  had  been  defeated. 

ARTICLE  III:  The  article  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Dr.  Shiere  moved  that  the  school  district  reconsider  article  I  in  accord  with 
RSA  33  8-a-IV  and  that  the  reconsideration  be  held  at  this  gymnasium  on 
Thursday,  June  4,  1981  at  7:30  p.m.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

A  question  from  the  floor  regarding  the  date  a  decision  was  needed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Austin-Cate  Academy  and  a  speaker  stating  a  motion  to 
adjourn   the   meeting   had  preceeded  the  motion  by  Dr.  Shiere  followed. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  stated  he  had  recognized  Dr.  Shiere  first,  there- 
fore, the  motion  to  adjourn  was  out  of  order. 

It  was  questioned  if  the  motion  made  by  Dr.  Shiere  was  legal.  After  ask- 
ing Mr.  Kidder  to  address  this  question,  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion 
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was  legally  before  the  voters. 

Discussion  on  the  motion  followed.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  voice  vote 
on  the  motion.

The 
polls  were  open  at  10:40  p.m.  to  vote  on  the  motion  to  reconsider  Article  I 
on  June  4th  as  moved  by  Dr.  Shiere  and  voting  by  secret  ballot  in  the  voting 
booths  with  the  use  of  the  check-list  took  place  until  11:15  p.m.  when  the 
polls  were  declared  closed.
